The Restoration of Tenants Evicted from their Holdings 
in Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Where the tenancy of a holding has been determined since the 

first day of May one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine, and 
the former landlord or his successor in title is in occupation of the 
holding, the Land Commission (herein-after called the Commission) 
shall be and is hereby empowered to settle all disputes between the 
10 landlord and the tenant (herein-after called the “ evicted tenant ”) 
whose tenancy has been so determined. 

2. Where the holding is in the possession or under the control of 
the landlord, the evicted tenant shall be entitled to petition the 
Commission for reinstatement as present tenant. The petition shall 
15 state the terms as to rent or otherwise upon which the evicted 
tenant is prepared (o accept reinstatement, and the Commission 
shall notify such offer to the landlord, and intimate to him that 
within a certain period prescribed by the Commission, not to exceed 
two months, he may notify the Commission either that he accepts 
20 the offer, or that he objects to it, on grounds to be stated, or that 
he submits a counter proposal. 

3. Where the landlord signifies his consent to the offer made by the 
tenant, or where the original offer of the tenant is so modified as to 
satisfy the objections of the landlord, or where the counter proposal 
25 of the landlord is accepted by the tenant, or in any case where an 
agreement may be arrived at between the landlord and the tenant, 
the Commission shall reinstate the evicted tenant as present tenant 
of the holding, subject to the terms agreed upon. If, within the 
period prescribed by the Commission as aforesaid, the landlord and 
30 tenant do not agree on terms of reinstatement, then the Commission 
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shall determine on what terms as to rent and otherwise the 
petitioner shall ho entitled to ho reinstated, and he shall he 
reinstated accordingly. 

4. Where a petition for reinstatement has been made the land- 
lord shall have the option of requiring, by notice given within the 5 
proscribed period as aforesaid, that the holding shall he purchased 
by the evicted tenant under the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Acts 
on terms to he fixed by tlie Commission ; provided that the Com- 
mission shall not take into account, in fixing t’.e price of the 
holding; the value of any improvements made by the evicted tenant io 
or his predecessor in title and not compensated for by the landlord. 

An evicted tenant refusing to purchase at the price so fixed shall 
forfeit all claim to bo reinstated. 

5. Upon sanctioning any such sale and purchase of a holding, 
the Commissiou, if the circumstances in the case in their judgment 15 
render such action expedient, may postpone to a date to be specified 

in their order the payment of the first instalment of the purchase 
nionev, or may extend the term of repayment for such period as they 
shall think fit. 

6. In sanctioning or determining the terms of reinstatement of 20 
a tenant or purchase hv him of a holding, the Commission shall be 
empowered to allow to the landlord such sum as to them may 
appear just in respect of arrears of rent due at the time of the 
determination of the tenancy and in respect of the legal 
costs incurred by tbe landlord in connection with the deter- 25 
initiation of such tenancy, such allowance not to exceed in the 
whole the amount of hco years rent of the holding at the time of 
the determination of the tenancy; one half of any such sum 
allowed to the landlord shall he paid by the Commission, and 
charged 011 the Irish Church Temporalities Fund as herein-after 30 
provided, and the other half shall be paid or secured by the tenant, 
and may, in case of purchase, if the Commission think fit, he 
added to tlie amount of the purchase money. 

7. Where a holding from which a tenant has been evicted is in 
the possession of a new tenant having, in the opinion of the 35 
Commission, a substantial interest in the holding, the Commission 
shall, upon tiie application of the evicted tenant, ascertain whether 
the new tenant is willing to transfer his interest to the evicted 
tenant, and if so, on what terms, and in case the new tenant is 
willing to accept such terms, then the Commission shall have 40 
power to make a grant of one half of the sum to be paid to tbe 
new tenant for the transfer of bis interest, and on the payment of 
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the other half by the evicted tenant he shall be reinstated as a A.D. 1S93. 
present tenant. Where it shall be found by the Commission that 
the new tenant has no substantial interest in the holding the 
Commission may determine his tenancy, awarding to him such 
5 compensation for disturbance as they may consider just, and may 
reinstate the evicted tenant as a present tenant on such terms as 
may be agreed upon between him and the landlord, or, in the event 
of failure to agree within the prescribed period as aforesaid, then on 
such terms as the Land Commission may determine. Provided that 
10 the landlord shall have the option of requiring that the holding 
shall be purchased by the evicted tenant according to the provisions 
of section four of this Act. 

8. Where the Land Commission find that the new tenant, has New tenant 
a substantial interest in the holding, and he is not willing to ™ nwy,, ng to 

15 transfer his interest to the evicted tenant, the Commission may interest, 
sell to the evicted tenant any land in their possession, and for the 
purpose of this section they are empowered to purchase and hold 
land. 

9. Any payments made by the Commission under the authority Payments to 
20 of this Act, shall be charged on the Irish Church Temporalities ^ Church 

Fund, but such payments shall not exceed the sum of one hundred Tempora- 
thousand pounds. lit ‘ es Fuu<l - 

10. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — Definitions. 

The expression '‘landlord” shall mean the person who was 

25 landlord of the holding at the time of the determination of 

the tenancy, and shall include his successors in title. 

The expression “ evicted tenant ” shall mean a tenant evicted 
from a holding since the first day of Hay one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-nine. 

30 The expression “ new teaant ” shall mean the person or persons 
admitted to he the tenant or tenants of a holding from 
which a tenant had been evicted since the first day of May 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-nine. 

11. This Act may be cited as the Evicted Tenants [Ireland) Act, § hort t ;Q c- 
35 1893. 
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
